“Garrl.son rations” are stream¬ 
lined for nutritional balance, ac¬ 
cording to the daily needs of sol¬ 
diers. A month's menus are 
worked out at a time, and ingre¬ 
dients are carefully checked by 
technical staffs of bacteriologists 
and chemists. Sanitary conditions 
under which foods are produced 
are investigated as closely as are 
nutritional values. 

On a typical Thursday a mil¬ 
lion and a half soldiers answering 
mess call in Uncle Sam's Army, 
sat down to these menues, taken 
from Army records and reprinted 
here to ease the minds of wor¬ 
ried parents who may fear their 
sons are starving on the old 
camp ground: 

Breakfast: Oranges, cereal, 

fresh milk, bacon, ^ench toast, 
syrup, coffee, bread and butter. 

Dinner: Tomato soup, braised 
beef .steak, browned potatoes, on¬ 
ion gravy, macaroni and cheese, 
buttered cauliflower, pickles, 
chocolate pudding, lemonade, 
bread and butter. 

Supper: Spanish beef, boiled 
rice, lima beans, a.ssorted Jams, 
bread, butter and milk. 

The camp kitchen wouldn't 
know what to do with mother’s 
favorite recipe for raspberry 
scones or pecan-stuffed pork 
chops that always got a boyish 
hug for Junior’s favorite cook. 

But mother can console herself 
by remembering that a year from 
Junior’s induction date, if he’s 
typical, he'll be physically tough¬ 
er, healthier and stronger than 
when he left home.
